Complete text of Mayor Atkins' veto 


letter, except for omission of the 
lengthy legal description of the land, 
follows: 


March 13, 1941 


To the City Council of the 
City of Hope, Arkansas 
Gentlemen: 


With respect to the city purchasing 


the described lands from Miss Fay 
Briant and R. M. Briant, respectively, 
please be advised that, by virtue of 
the authority vested in me by law, I, 
as Mayor of the City of Hope do 
hereby veto the action taken by the 
City Council at the special meeting 
held at the city hall on March 11, 1941 
relative to the purchase by the city of 
the lands, for the purpose of build- 
ing an airport. 


The motion authorizing the purchase 


of this land was carried by a unani- 
mous votpj-nndfl regret-very-much 
that I can not concur"witrTihe 'a'cliori' 
taken by you gentlemen. 
As I re- 


member, this is the first time I have 
differed with the council on any mat- 
ter pertaining to the city. In order to 
keep the record clear relative to my 
action herein, it is necessary to state 
briefly the history of the proposed 
airport. 


When (lie project was first proposed, 


we were informed at a regular meet- 
ing of the council that the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration of Fort Worth, 
Texas had viewed and approved as an 
ideal location for an airport the 400 
acres of land known as the "Moore- 
Carter" lands, and at an expense of 
about $200 to the city, a survey of said 
lands was made, and later it was pur- 
chased at a price of $6,000. We were 
finally advised that the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration would not ap- 
prove said site unless approximately 
195 acres joining and lying east of

Valley Scotty found a lot of gold 
mines but doesn't have any now, he 
said in federal court Thursday. His 
testimony was given in the account- 
ing suit of Julian M. Gerard of New 
York. 


Scotty testified he located 17 claims 


in the Funeral mountains of Death 
Valley 37 years ago. He had described 
them in letters written between 1902 
and 1904 as rich, one at least being 
worth about $5,000,000. But Gerard 
failed to furnish money for develop- 
ment and they were abandoned, he 
said. 


All' efforts of Gerard's lawyers to 


show Scotty has had any money from 
gold prospects since 1907 failed. 


"Have you a mine now?" he was 


asked. 


"No." 
"Ever had one?"

Hitler's March 
Info Bulgaria 


Move Interpreted 
as Discounting 
Italy 100% 
By MORGAN M. BEATTV 
AP Feature Service Writer 


WASHINGTON — German's march 


into Bulgaria convinces military ob- 
servers here that Hitler has deckled 
to discount Mussolini about 100 per 
cent, and himself take up the task of 
decoying Britain's forces in the Near 
East. 


It has been more or less an open 


secret here that German respect for 
Italian arms has, never been too high. 
There was laughing up sleeves when 
Field Marshal Boering spent much 
"vacation" time in Italy a couple of 
years ago, before the war started. 


It was assumed the marshal was 


trying to figure out whether the 
Italian military forces could perform 
their appointed task of decoying large 
British forces into the Mediterranean 
zone and holding them there, while 
Germany attacked the British Isles. 


The Italians themselves have long 


assumed that the first task of their 
navy was decoy work. During the 
demonstration of Italian destroyers 
a few years ago for mlitary attaches, 
the Italian commanders put on a burst 
of speed, and exclaimed: 


"You see, nothing will ever be able 


to catch us." 


Up until this winter, the Italians 


had been highly successful as decoys. 
They had lured heavy British forces 
of from a quarter to a half-million 
troops, fully equipped, down into the 
African deserts. They had kept near- 
ly one-third of the British fleet in 
the 
Mediterranean—including 
four 


battleships, possibly six, several air- 
plane carriers, cruisers—and many 
destroyers badly needed to convoy 
merchant ships off Ireland. 


So long as Mussolini served as a 


decoy, he served'well the grand axis 
strategy as conceived by Hitler. Since 
long before the war, this strategy has 
consisted of scattering the strength of 
Hitler opponents. The,,axis idea was 
dedicated to that job, and its exten- 
sion 
to 
include 
Japan 
definitely 


furthered the effort to divert British 
—and American—opposition to Hit- 
ler. 


But so superior was the showing of 


British land, sea and air forces in 
the Mediterranean during the winter, 
that 
Hitler's 
grand 
strategy 
was 


checked. The British even cast su- 
spicion on totalitarian efficiency. 


All of this added up to bad news for 


Hitler, required 
a new pattern of 


grand strategy. Slowly, so as to avoid 
violent disturbance of the delicate 
balances in the Balkans ,he moved in- 
to Rumania. Then Bulgaria. 


Now his own powerful military 


forces confront the British on the 
Balkan front. If the British try to 
move naval, air or military strength 
to the British Isles this spring the 
whole Balkans will be in Hitler's 
hands. If they keep those forces in 
the Near East, then he will himself 
have moved in as decoy in place of 
Mussolini'. 


The fact is, the mere presence of one 


of Hitler's armies in the Balkans is 
enough to hold British forces in the 
Near East. And the German high 
cpmmand knows it better than any- 
body else. 


There are, of course, other compen- 


sating factors for the Germans. They 
now have a protection cordon around 
the precious Rumanian oil fields. They 
have split off Yugoslavia from Rus- 
sia, and make it a little more likely 
that the Serbs will listen to pro- 
posals to join the axis. Greece is 
threatened now, as never before, at 
a time when the British would pre- 
fer not to have to send their strength 
into the Balkans. And finally, the 
maneuver gives pause to Russia and 
Turkey; however much assurance was 
also given to those nations by the 
Germans. These are .riot inconsider- 
able crumbs of diplomatic and mili- 
tary advantage. 
,

G'bviously the German highcom- 


mand Jiopes the British will strike 
back at the German army througl 
Greece. After all, 700,000 troops, well 
equipped, can hold off 250,000-odd, 
and they might make it possible for 
Mussolini to stage a feeble comeback. 


But, from the British point of view, 


there is at least one advantage—Hit-

Much New Building 


There is building going on all over 


Washington—public building and pri- 
vate—and although there are houses 
and apartments for rent or sale nt no 
more thnn they were a year ago, the 
government office situation in many 
departments has passed the over» 
crowding stage. 


There are other phases of national 


defense effect on Washington life—too 
many to list. A few can be enum- 
erated. Retail business is booming, 
but there nre some other cities in the 
army camp and defense industrial cen- 
ters where the monthly index shows 
greater gains. Society life and night 
life are moving nt high speed. And 
friendships nre being made nnd brok- 
en ovttr teacups as defense partisans 
vigorously assert their views nnd 
their new alignments. 


To the folks in the hinterlands, it 


may be pretty, but to those in the 
capital's front trenches, life under na- 
tional defense is far from dull.

Nevertheless, if you go prodding 


around—off-tlie-r.ecorcl, strictly — you 
may discover that among the men who 
bawl out orders are quite a few who 
think that army slang is a pretty 
fair thing. Why? Because slang is the 
off-duty conversation of the initiat- 
ed. Let's go back to the high school 
or college fraternity or sorority. There 
are words, winks and 
hand-clasps, 


that mean something. Those on the 
inside have something on those on 
the outside. The former belong; the 
latter don't. 


Consequently, those who arc wise 


in the army and navy, do not dis- 
courage slang. It's the landguage of 
the service—almost 
foreign—and 
a 


rookie is proud when hc masters its 
A-B-C's. In other words, slang that 
the outsider and newcomer do not 
understand is a good morale builder. 
Aside fiom the fact that the military 
forces have no lime for teaching per- 
fect English, there also is recognition 


for this limited space, but maybe I 
can give you a hint—a clue to what 


may be some of the common conversa- 
.ion of tomorrow. 
For instance, a man who fails to 


qualify on the rifle range today is 


bolo. Within a few years, a bolo 


may be a much better slang word 
than "dud" (which only became a 
personal term during the World war) 
or "heel." A "jawbone" is a gent 
who can qualify on the firing range 
ntt not in competition. 


A military kitchen is always a 


'slum gun"—food is always "slum" 
or "chow" ("slum" sometimes means 
only beef 
stew)—and "blanko wa- 


ter" is coffee. 


In the Wallet—'Lettuce' 


Folding money is "lettuce" and any 


kind of real mony eis "white money." 
An army chef is a "slum burner"; 
an army horse, a "hay burner"; of- 
fice clerks are "Gertrudes"; and al- 
most any dance is a "G. I. hop" (the 
G. I. stands for galvanized iron, which 
doesn't make sense to me, and pro- 
bably doesn't to the boys in camp 
but it does convey an idea to them) 


All fat boys arc "satchels"—a "hom- 


ing device" is a leave of absence. To 
"spin in" (from the aviation corps) 
is to take a nap or go to bed. To be 
hungry is to be "half gone." A de- 
merit is a "gig." 


A "pill roller" is an enlisted man 


in the medical corps. 


This sort of thing could go on for- 


ever. The point that should be re- 
membered is that every camp wil 
have its own individual slang, tha 
some of it will be picked up by olhei 
camps and the whole army—and thi 
civilians—and what is vulgarity today 
may be strictly kosher for your babi 
and mine in 1962. 


Control of 
Peach Curl 


Recommends 
County Agent 
Bordeaux Spray 


Peach loaf curl, a fungus disease, 


which causes peach leaves to thicken, 
curl and drop prematurely may be 
troAtrtolled by thoroughly 
spraying 


with Bordeaux 4-4-50 before the buds 
swell In the spring according to Oliver 
L. Adams, county agent. Evene though 
no curl appeared in an orchard last 
season the spray should be applied 
properly. 


A high pressure and afine mist-like 


spray are necessary to insure that all 
buds and twigs be completely cover- 
ed. The recommended 4-4-50 Bor- 
deaux solution consists of 4 pounds 
copper sulphate, 5V£ pounds hydrated 
lime and 50 gallons water. Lubricating 
oil emulsion for scale control may be 
applied with the Bordeaux spray. Full 
direction for spraying and making up 
sprays may be had at the Extension 
office.

Room, which we call The Lord's Sup- 
per, 
has assumed a distinctive place 


in the Christian Church. Sometimes his Master, the whole atmosphere, 
we call it the Communion Service; 
sometimes, the Holy Sacrament. 


We might well call it by other 


names, for it touches at almost ev- 
ery point the whole range of Christ- 
ian faith and fellowship. 


It should not be forgotten, too. that 


the event linlft, in a way that has 
never been adequately recognized in 
practice, the Jewish dispensation with 
the Christian—fur this most distinc- 
tive rite of the Christian Church 
had its beginning in the celebration 
of the Passover. 


This is a point which might well 


be stressed at a time when much 
finer mutual sympathies and under- 
standing are being developed by Jews 
and Christians, or at least by some 
Jews and some Christians, under con- 
ditions in which all good men must 
join together to fight religious and 
racial bigotry and persecution. 


What did this Last Supper signi- 


fy? It was, first of all, an act of fel- 
lowship. The disciples were united in 
a great hope and in a great enter- 
prise, which centered in the Man of 
Nazareth to whom they had given 
their allegiance, believing Him to be 
the Messiah and the Son of God. 


It was an act of devotion for, al-

We turn immediately froiv 
the high lights in the story to see 
the disciples quarreling among them- 
selves about who was to be the great- 
est. H is perhaps no wonder tha 
Christians of future ages have beer 
so dull and slow in understanding 
and practicing the teaching of thci 
Master, when we see that Uifsc earlj 
apostles wlio were so close' to Hin 
were also so dull and slow, or su 
perverse in their personal ambitions 


Jesus had to rebuke them ver 


pointedly. 


"Which is greater," He asljed, "Hc 


lhat sittelh at meat, or llic tha 
servclh?" And He reminded 
then 


that He Himself was among 'them as 
one who scrveth. 


That is the lesson for us, and we 


ought always to remember lj as we 
partake of the Lord's Supper. If we 
approach the Lord's table in anything 
but the spirit of humility, we are 
betraying the ver yspirit of the scr- 
vice, just as the disciples ijpjortun- 


did 50 long ago.

There's some truth in that. Barton 


sees Jeeter as a pathetic character. 
He plays him that Way, and the pathos 
heightens rather than detracts from, 
the humor. The farther Barton takes 
Jeeter from the appalling filth of 
body and soul, the more comical he 
becomes—and the more nearly "To- 
bacco Road" approaches a hilarious 
comedy with an Underlying, warm pa- 
thos. Thus, people who have seen Bar- 
ton's Jeeter before recommend him 
to others, not as a shocking example 
of how low life can sink, but as the 
best of company for an evening in 
the theater. 


Plohn admits this, but thinks some 


stress should be laid too on the fact 
that thousands of persons have pour- 
led into Washington in the last year 
to take jobs in the expanding govern- 
ment defense program. Many of these 
have never seen the play, and im- 
proved incomes, even in the lower 
brackets, have made it possible for 
them to take in a $1.50 entertainment 


Sign of the Times 


As for the persons who saw the 


play, they put these factors together. 
No matter how the play started out, 
thqse Washingtbnians to whom I 
talked now consider it laughs-and- 
tears and a welcome diversion from 


j the daily round of work, war and 
politics and the occasional round of 
movies. Oddly enough, only two out 
of seven had seen the play before. 


In other words. Washington is boom- 


ing, business is good and people with 
money in their'--''pockets are willing 
to put some of it into what they con- 
sider, or hope will be, good enter- 
tainment. Still I'd like to see Katharine 
Cornell or native-born Helen Hayes 
(who 
is, incidentally, Washington's 


most popular actress) come to town 
in any play which had played here 
eight weeks in seven years. The com- 
parison might help explain why "To- 
bacco Road" is Washington's favorite 
play.
